Insists  That  Proj:ress  Must  Be  Made  With  Problem 
Before  Adjournment — Advises  Fixed  Sum  for 
Reparations,  With  Annual  Instalments 
— Premier  Briand's  Ppsition  • 


PARIS,  Jan.  27.^The  question  of  German  reparations  is  again 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  experts,  which  committee  is  to  consider 
certain  details  and  report  to  the  council  before  fin&l  decision  is  taken. 

Tlie  discussion  on  reparations  was  taken  up  in  an  atmosphere 
made  unfavorable  by  the  radical  position  assumed  yci>terday  by  M. 
Doumer,  French  Minister  of  Finance,  who  named  212  billion  gold 
marks  as  the  total  indemnity  Germany  should  pay.  M.  Doumer's 
attitude  caused  embarrassment  when  the  subject  was  resumed. 

The  British  Premier  is  understfxid  to  liavr  indicated  that  the 
radical  demands  n)ade  by  M   Doumer  were  injp()ssil)le  of  realization. 

The  committee  is  composed  of  MM.  Loucheur  and  Doumer  for 
France,  Baron  d'Abemon  and  Sir  Laming^  Worthington- Evans  for 
Great  Britain.  Colonel  Theunys  for  Belgium,  Signer  Giannini  for  Italy 
and  Kengo  Mori  for  Japan.   The  committrf  is  nif-rting  tonij^ht.

NAVAL  MICE 
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Net  Expenditure  for  Past  Fiscal 
Year  Is  Given  at  $9,638,876 
— Department's  Course  in 
Regard  to  Dockyards 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  27.— Tliat  the  net 
expenditure  of  the  Canadian  Depart- 
ment u(  Naval  iiervice  during  the  last 
iiscal  year  was  tt.OSt.STO  is  shown 

by  the  annual  report  of  tbe  depart- 
ment, which  was  issued  today.  The 
gross  expenditure  for  the  year  was  in 
excess  of  $10,000,000,  but  the  amount 
of  refunds  exceeded  .lix  millions,  the 
total  thus  beinK  greatly  reduced.  The 
revenue  for  the  year  waa  aBglHiy  In 
excess  uf  half  a  million  dollaia. 

The  report  notes  that  the  naval 
dockyards  at  Halifax  and  Esqulmitt 
were  maintained  in  operation  durlnc; 
the  year,  hut  coiivctiu.-nt  upon  the 
restoration  of  pea<e,  the  activllies  of 
tha  dockyards  weft>  ^;rcatly  diinin- 
iahed,  and  a  large  number  of  tne 
personnel  employed  were  demobilised. 

The  number  of  workmen  employed 
at  the  close  of  the  flseal  year  was.  In 
Halifax  S70  and  Esquimau  240,  Un- 
der ordera  isuctl  in  Man  h  by  the 
Mlnistci  of  N.i\,»|  S<T\ Ic-  .1  complete 
rc-orgunization  of  the  do<  kyard.s  was 
instituted  with  iho  ..l.J<  i  t  of  bringln;: 
them  up  to  dale  and  Insuring  their 
future  operation  on  Unea  of  strict 
economy  and  efllclency. 

After  referring  to  tha  report  of 
Ixird  Jelllcoe  and  the  niival  policy  of 
the  government  as  outlined  by  reso- 
lution of  paili.-inKiil.  the  report  Bays: 

"In  order  to  c.irry  <jut  the  i>olicy 
of  the  Kovcrnnient  to  |>lace  the  nav^I 
department  on  pre-war  lines.  In 
slructiona  were  issued  by  the  minister 
for  the  eomplete  demobiliaatlon  ot  all 
naval  and  elvil  paraonaat  of  tha  de 
partnant.  both  at  haadquarteM  and 
at  the  dockyards. 

"The  re-organizatitui  invohed  a 
large  reduction  of  .staff  throughout 
the  deiM  r  I  Till  III,  ami  only  the  mo.-<t 
efndciit  ami  necessary  employees 
were  retained."
